; Prohibition  Plebiscite  Campaign 


At  a meeting  held  in  the  City  of  of  Saint  John,  N B.,  April  21st, 
1897,  it  was  resolved  to  form  an  organization,  to  be  known  as  “ The 
Prohibition  Plebiscite  Campaign  Committee.” 

This  meeting  was  composed  of  the  Officers  of  various  Temperance 
Organizations,  and  representatives  from  Religious  Bodies  in  the  Pro- 
vince. 

It  was  resolved,  That  this  Provincial  Committee  be  composed  of 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Religious  Bodies,  the  Chief  Presiding 
Officer  and  Secretary  of  the  Temperance  Organizations,  and  Rev.  Jos. 
McLeod,  D.  D.,  C.  A.  Everett,  Esq.,  P.  M.  W.  P.  Sons  of  Temperance, 
Rev.  S.  A.  Baker,  Reformed  Baptist  x\ssociation,  Mrs.  S.  D.  Scott, 
Vice-President  Provincial  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union,  Rev. 
Geo.  W.  Fisher,  P.  M.  W.  C.  Sons  of  Temperance,  with  power  to  add 
to  their  number. 

Our  purpose  is,  to  have  every  County  and  Parish  throughout  the 
Province  organized  for  work  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  steps  will 
be  taken  to  effect  such  organization.  In  this  we  ask  your  hearty  co- 
operation. We  would  like  Temperance  Societies  and  Religious  Bodies 
in  the  several  Counties  to  put  themselves  in  correspondence  with  us 
concerning  County  organization — the  best  time  to  attempt  it,  and  the 
steps  necessary  to  be  taken. 

Realizing  the  need  of  Funds  to  provide  Campaign  Literature,  and 
to  meet  other  necessary  expenses  which  must  be  incurred  in  the  prose- 
cution of  such  an  undertaking,  a Treasurer  was  appointed  in  the  person 
of  J.  R.  Woodburn.  Esq.,  St.  John,  and  a subscription  list  opened  in  the 
meeting,  to  which  there  was  a prompt  and  liberal  response. 

We  make  an  urgent  appeal  to  all  friends  of  Temperance  in  the 
Province  for  assistance.  Do  not  wait  to  be  personally  solicited,  but  if 
so  disposed  remit  directly  to  the  Treasurer,  whoGvill  promptly  acknow- 
ledge the  receipt.  No  funds  will  be  paid  out  e?^cept  on  order  signed 
by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary. 

We  appeal  to  all  friends  of  Temperance  throughout  the  . Province  to 
be  heartily  and  practically  interested  in  this  movement.  The  struggle 
is  likely  soon  to  be  upon  us.  To  be  forewarned  is  to  be  forearmed. 
We  contend  for  high  and  uplifting  principle;  for  the  removing  out  of 
our  midst  the  deadly  liquor  traffic ; for  closing  the  door  of  the  chief 
tem|)tation  to  many  weak  ones,  and  the  youth  of  our  country. 

We  began  our  work  by  Invoking  God’s  bl^ssii^g  upon  it ; we  shall 
so  continue.  Let  us,  one  and  all,  young  and  old,  to  the  work  with  a 
will,  remembering  ever,  “The  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with  us.”
